When your. opponents open the 
contracting, you first must assume 
that they Have a definite amount 
of atrength. However, they may 
be.opening on a eyente and your 
protection Is the deductive double, 
Here are threo examples of bid- 
ding {n which a deductive ‘double 
{s employed. : 

First, suppose South were to 
bid a heart and West and North 
passed: North having refused to 
cep the bidding apen,. Bast knows 
that West, his partner, must have 
the missing strength. Therefore, 
he should not allow the hand to'be 
played at ono, but should double. 
Thia ts called a deductive double. 

Another ‘example: ‘South bids
